The shrine contains two castkets, 
the second with frontal doors: like 
the first, within which is a richiy 
painted mummy case. Here. it i 
believed, will be found the anhointed 
clay of Tutankhamen wrapped from 
head to foot in sheets of thin gol. 
end with hands crossed, one shut 
and one open symBolic of upper and 
lower Egypt over which he held 
away. + P

Wherever one turns he rules every- 
body with the magic force of his 
personality. it predominates at ho- 
tels, cafes and. shops. 


The select band which saw the 
ravishing sight in the inner chamber 
of the tomb yesterday were too much

Above the first-floor windows and 
nearly illegible from smoke and 
dirt. a searcher can find the bronze 
tablet.

Converted at par of exchange this total 
equals approximately $9,750,000,000 as com- 
pared with $4,600,000,000 in principal and 
accrued interest owed by Great Britain, to 
the United States.

Balfour Note Advocated 


Balancing of Obligations 
The Balfour’ note to the Allied powers 
- owing war debts to Great Britain, informing 
them that Great Britain would expect repay- 
ment in the same measure that the United 
States exacted payment from Great Britain, 
was written August 1, last, a copy being 
sent to the American embassy in London. 

The note, which was addressed by the 
Earl of Balfour, acting Foreign Secretary 
of France, Italy, JugoSlavia, Runfania 
Portugal and Greece, constituted a strong 
plea for international or interallied in- 
debtedness by a balancing of obligations and 
a generous reduction in German repara- 
tion. ; 

At the same time It was the Government's 
reply to those who had frankly advised can- 
cellation of the French, Italian and other 
allied debts to England, irrespective of 
whether the United States was willing to 
cancel the British debt. 

While recognizing the perfect courtesy 
and equity of the American policy and de- 
claring that the Government was fully pre- 
pared to meet its obligations, the note con- 
tained an expression of profound reluctance 
with which Great Britain abandoned the 
policy, it’ Would have preferred of a general 
cancellation and incidentally expressed 
itself as still willing to forego any further 
German reparations if thereby a general 
settlement might be brought about. The 
British Government, the note stated, recog-

Had I been disposed to press my criticisms 
on the conduct of the recent negotiations in 
Paris it would have been that they, were so 
managed that for the first time since the war 
Britain has been completely isolated at a Euro- 
pean conference. That is a misfortune, for ‘t en- 
couraged the French Government to rash action. 
Up to the last conference Britain and Italy 
had remained in substantial accord, even when 
France and Belgium took a different view; and 
Belgium had never before quitted any of the 
Gatherings in complete disagreement with 
Great Britain. So France, always tempted as she 
was to occupy the Ruhr, hesitated to do so in 
the face of so formidable an allied resistance. 

What is relevant, however, to the subject of 
this article is the cause of our unwonted isola- 
tion on the occasion of the last conference.

THEL BARRYMORE comes up

s0 long ago I have forgotten about it. I have 
always regarded it as common property, owned 
by all of us, of which I was the chief adminis- 
trator. I thought over various methods of mak- 
ing the transfer, especially the most obvious one 
of decreeing by will this disposition of it after 
my death. But! recently I began to think I 
would rather do it while I was alive. That way 
I can stay around to see that my former em- 
ployes settle into their new relationship with 
one another without friction or squabbles which 
might very well develop where such an act is to 
be carried out by trustees after the death of 
the one who wants the distribution made. 

“IT don’t believe this movement is going to stop 
with me. I know several men who have been 
working on plans similar to mine of turning 
their wealth over to those who have helped them 
make it.” 


Old Employers Now Advisers Only 


So all three will retain connection with their 
firms only as advisers, and as unpaid advisers at 
that. They will observe the progress of the new 
corporation with a watchful eye, but their income 
from the business which their life work has built 
up is over. In the future they must depend upon 
their accumulated resources. Executives for the re- 


organized corporations have been chosen from 
among the workers and these will assume control 
of the plants. 

Two of the transactions—those of the Dix and 
Hottinger concerns—involve entire reorganiza- 
tions with reissues of stock in amounts governed 
by the position and term of service of the em- 
ploye. The plan of Heller fundamentally is a 
division of all the profits of the firm among all 
members of the organization by a committee se- 
lected to: make the apportionment. 


A group of employes of the 
partners in the firm. 


The six employes who are to direct the Dix con- 
cern in the future are men who have remained 
with the firm because they felt that they had 
found the best place to work. Now that he has 
done something for them and far more than they 
ever had expected, they are starting to work on 
the new venture with enthusiasm. 

Not only these six, but every employe who has 
served three years or more and others who are 
yet to complete the three-year period of service 
in the future will share in the $150,000 issue of 
Class A common stock to the extent of $3000 to 
$5000 each. About 120 are already eligible to takd 
stock and a great many more may sharethe privi- 
lege soon. Pventually the employe-stockholders 
will select the officers of the company and every 
individual will have a personal interest fn seeing 
that the work of turning out goods is done effi- 
ciently. It is not improbable that the Dix business 
may become a woman's business entirely, because 
about 800 of the 850 employes are women, and only 
women’s garments are manufactured. To aid 
them in their work of reorganization Dix has also 
extended a loan of $250,000. 


Three Romances of Business 


Romantic is the story of how these three philan- 
thropists got their start in business, how they 
caught on and held on fn spite of adverse circum- 
stances until their industries had carried them to 
complete independence. Two of them—Dix and 
He were foreigners, too, and had thus an 
added dicap. 
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It was iA Krementchug, Russia, some sv years 
ago, that Dix first ventured into business for 
himself, and it was an incident of this occasion 
that implanted in his mind the determination to 
play square with his employes if he should ever 
have any. He had been a clerk in a small dry 
goods store, but had been able to save but little 
money from his salary. When, eventually, his 
employer decided to retire and the store was 
offered for sale, it was almost without hope of 
success that the clerk approached his employer 
with an offer for thé business—an offer that 
looked meager indeed beside the sums that other 
merchants were ready to pay. But to his surprise 
the older man took him up with a reply something 
like this: 

“You have stood by me faithfully in the hope 
of becoming my partner and I don’t know what 
your fortunes might be if I should leave the re- 
ward for your efforts to another employer. You 
may have the store. Pay me what you can and 
the rest when you can. I hope that you, too, will 
do the same for your employes some day.” 

On Jan. 1, 1888, the papers were signed trans- 
ferring the business to the erstwhile clerk and 
Henry Dix never forgot that occasion. Bight 
years later, when the anti-Semitic wave swept 
over Russia and Dix resolved to try his fortune 
in America, he brought the memory of his old 
employer’s generosity with him. 


His Idea and Inspiration Grew 


Soon after his arrival in America as an immi- 
grant he chanced to alight from a train at Mill- 
ville, N. J. He liked the place so well that he 
resolved to bring his family there and open a 
store. This he did, but the store did not prosper 


because Dix lacked a sufficient knowledge of 
English to carry on the business. While he was 


Struggling along, however, he noticed that the 
wrappers, or “mother hubbards,”’ worn by a great 
many women of the community were of cheap and 
shoddy material. He saw at once a field for the 
manufacture of better garments and he quickly 
acted upon his hunch. In a few days he had 
closed his store, bought a few machines and start- 
ed in the manufacturing business om a very 
modest scale. 

“The first years were very hard,” he said to a 
correspondent recently in relating his early ex- 
periences. “The buyers were not ready to accept a 
higher-priced garment of this kind. In those days 
I only made 20 dozen garments a week, sometimes 
fewer; but gradually my product came to be recog- 
nized as standard. While my son, Mark, was in 
high school he went out to get orders, and the 
very first order was from the John Wanamaker 
store in Philadelphia. It was for six dozen wrap- 
pers at $10.50 a dozen, and the order was signed 
by Robert M. Wilkinson. 

“That was just a start. After the Millville fac- 
tory had been established others were started 
at Bridgeton and Somerville, N. J., and in 1907 
we came to New York. From that time forward 
the plants and their output have steadily ex- 
panded.” 

The benevolence of Henry Dix has not ended 
with his generosity to employes. He has been a 
regular and liberal supporter of numerous chari- 
ties for several years. In memory of his wife he 
has given away his Mount Kigko estate, valued at 
$260,000, a maintenance fund of $150,000 and $50,- 
000 for a new building, all for the unfortunate 
poor of his race, Reeently, as a further bequest 
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Dix concern called together by Mr. Dix to hear the announcement of the plan for making them 


in her memory, he gave $100,000 to the United 
Hebrew Charities. 

Such is the man who has virtually given away 
his business, lent the new owners $250,000 in 
working capital and is now ready to retire at 72 
to enjoy the “simple life.” 

Hottinger’s rise to fortune was fully as notable 
and fully as romantic. Like Dix; he had to labor 
under the disadvantage of an alien tongue, but 
when he came to America from Austria, abont 
1875, he brought with him $1000 and a great vi- 
sion. He had earned the thousand dollars by 
the sweat of his brow in the clay pits around 
Vienna. As for the vision, that was something 
that didn’t cost anything. It was something even 
a clay digger might have, only Hottinger hada 
determination of realizing it. a 

In those days cities were built in dull red blocks 
of rambling and sprawling structures. Hottinger 
had a vision of great towering and glistening bust- 
ness palaces. He believed that some day men 
would vie with each other in making their stores 
more beautiful and substantial. That meant the 
development of a more beautiful ‘buflding ma- 
terial.

In a recent issue of “Ancient Egypt,’ an English 
publication, Prof. Petrie deals with some letters 
discovered at Boghaz which shed considerable 
light upon events that followed the death of the 
youhg monarch and suggest to’him a plausible 
reason for the vast array of royal treasures being 
in the tomb of Tutankhamen instead of in those 
of some of his more celebrated predecessors. 


Among the letters are two from Dakhamen, the 
99-year-old widow of the young ruler, appealing 
to the Hittite King (a neighboring monarch). to 
permit one of his sons to marry her and become 
ruler of Egypt. The reason for the widowed 
Queen’s appeal is set forth in the letter, which 
reads in part as follows:

What probably happened was that, when 
a stranger, a Hittite and an hereditary enemy of 
the Egyptian people, came to rule over- the land, 
aH the royal treasures were piled into Tutankha- 
mens tomb, so that they might not fall into the 
hands of the stranger.” 

What became of the Queen and her Hittite hus- 
band are questions“which, the archeologists be- 
lieve, may be answered when the tomb has told 
its complete story. There are many other facts 
as well concerning the life and reign of Tu- 
tankhamen which historians are expecting to clear 
up when all the inscriptions have been taken from 
the sepulcher. So far these facts have been veiled 
in uncertainty. 

The Hittites, to whom frequent reference is 
made in the Old Testament, were an ancient and 
warlike people who !mhabited an ill-defined do- 


subjecting them to tribute. 

Later, when the Egyptian provinces were break- 
ing away during the reign of Amenophis IV, the 
Hittites were among the most savage of the 
Asiatic invaders. 

A suggestion of their power and evidence of the 
respect in which they were held by the Syrians ‘to 
whom they were sometimes hostile, is seen in II 
Kings (7:16), where we read: 

“For the Lord had made the hosts. of the 
Syrians to hear a noise of chariots, and a noise 
of horses, even the noise of a great host; and 
they said to one another, Lo, the King of Israel 
hath hired against us the kings ofthe Hittites, 
and the kings of the Egyptians, to come upon us. 
Wherefore they‘ arose and fled in the twilight, and 
left their tents and their horses, even in the 
camp as {t was, and fled for their lives.” 

It also appears from Biblical allusions that 
there survived in Palestine for many hundreds of 
vears a detached Hittite population which with 
other minor tribes, such as the Amrorites, the 
Canaanites and the Jebusites, maintained ami- 
cable relations with the Hebrews in spite of their 
religious differences. In Judges (3-5) is seen 
evidence that they frequently intermarried: 

“And the children of Israel dwelt among the 
Canaanites, the Hittites and the Amorites. And 
they took their daughters to be their wives and 
gave their own daughters to their sons and served 
their gods.”

In Joshua (1:4) is found a promise to him of

The reign of Tutankhamen, who was the last 
Pharaoh, except oue, of the Eighteenth Dynasty, 
is believed to have begum abouts the year 1550 
‘B. C., when he came to the thfone of Egypt 


through ‘his marriage, at an early age, to one of * 


the daughters of Amenophis IV, a peace-loving 
monarch and dreamer, who has been described @ 
“the first individual in history.” 

Little, apparently, is known of his parentage 
or of his life prior to the beginning of his reigh, 
but {t.is evident that he grew up in a period that 
marked Thebes’ greatest splendor; that he wit- 
nessed as a child the construction.of some of 
the ancient world’s most magnificent temples, 
and that about the scene of his boyhood there re- 
volved a court galety rivaled throughout all his- 
tory for its opulence only by the courts of Bagdad 
as described in Arabian Nights. His age at the 
time of his marriage and the details of his early 
connection with the court remain obscure. 

All evidence now available indicates that the

I did not know Miss Winifred 
Hudnut, whom I have since married,

Until then I had only wosgked 
on a picture to picture basis, ¥ I 
had never investigated how big 
contracts were made. 


“I thought my portrayal ef the 
Shiek, as I was forced to play it, was 
ridiculous, I could not play that 
man naturally, but must maké him 
like a college freshman.

I am too Latin to play an Anglo- 
Saxon convincingly. Still I was hap- 
py in my association with the com- 
pany as they always treated me very 
courteously.

Success of these journeys led to the formation of thé 
African Expedition Corporation, thereby giving reality 
to the indefatigable hunter’s dream of conquering the 
African jungle with American autos, firearms. taxider- 
my and movie cameras.

As an engineering work, the building of this tun- 
nel has attracted wide attention: not alone because 
it exceeds all other tunnels of the kind in its mag- 
nitude, but because of the unprecedented problem 

presented of maintaining a pure and wholesome at- 
mosphere in a tunnel nearly two miles in length, into 
which would be discharged continuously great voiumes 
of poisonous gases from the large number of motor- 
driven vehicles which will use the tunnel. 

The inaguration of this work was preceded by an 
unusually thorough examination of the special prob- 
lems, both of construction and subsequent operation, 
which were presented. If the tunnel was to secure and 
maintain the confidence of the public, it was necessary 
to place the question of its safety for those who shovld 
use it, beyond any question ef doubt; for, although else- 
where in the world vehicular tunnels haye been built 
and used by motor-driven vehicles, as in the case of the 
Blackwell and Rotherithe tunnels under the Thames 
River, London, and the tunnel beneath the River Elbe 
at Hamburg, Germany, none of those tunnels handled 
an amount of traffic comparable to that which would 
seek the Hudson River tunnel. The carbon-monoxide 
in the gas-engine exhaust is a gas that becomes fatal 
if it exceeds a certain percentage of the atmosphere into 


400 tons, is shoved forward about 30.; Which it is discharged; and it was realized by the en- 


gineers that the problem of providing means for dilut- 
ing and removing these gases must be solved immedi- 
ately and beyond any question of doubt—that this ques- 
tion of purity of the tunnel air was, in fact, the out- 
standing problem in the whole scheme. 

We have described in past issues of the Scientific 
American the very thorough investigation which was 
carried out by the United States Government under 
contract with the commission at the suggestion of Mr. 
C. M. Holland, the chief engineer of the New York State

Interstate Bridge and Tunnel Commission. 

There were two main problems; first, to determine 
the amount and composition of the exhaust gases that 
would be discharged into the tunnel, and the second, to 
determine théproper dilution to render these

tion of. the proper dilution to render the exhaust gases 
harmless was made at Yale University under the di- 
rection of Dr. Yandell Henderson, consulting physiol- 
ogist. It was upon the results of these experiments 
that the plan and scope of the ventilating plant of 
the tunnel was determined. 

It was decided to ventilate the tunnel by four vertical 
shafts, each provided with powerful blowers for driving 
fresh air into the tunnels, and exhaust fans for with- 
drawing the mixed air and gases. These shafts are lo- 
cated one on the land near each end of the tunnel, and 
the other two at the pierhead lines on each side of the 
river, the distance between the latter being 3375 feet. 
It was decided that-there should be no longitudinal 
movement of the air, since this would have involved 
a velocity of nearly 75 miles per hour, with a serious 
increase in fire hazard, before the products of com- 
bustion were withdrawn. Instead of this, a trans- 
verse system has been provided, by which the gases will 


. be encountered at once by the fresh inflowing air, and 


withdrawn locally and with the least possible delay. 
This hag been achieved by dividing the interior of 
the tunnel by two horizontal planes, one for the road- 
way and the other for the roof, thereby forming three 
separate chambers, or ducts. 

The central and largest duct forms the roadway 
chamber and is reserved for the traffic. This provides 
a head room of 131-2 feet and a clear width of 20 
feet, which is sufficien& for two lines of vehicles. The 
lowest opening of the three is the fresh-air duct, which 
is connected with the air blowers in the vertical ven- 
tilating shafts. ~At frequent intervals on each side of 
the roadway, there.are openings from this duct into ex- 
pansion chambers located in the curb, and through 
these a continuous stream of pure air is discharged. 
From these chambers it issues through a slot to minzle 
with and dilute the gases the instant they leave the 
exhaust. The upper duct is connected with the povner- 
ful exhaust fans in the ventilating shafts, and into this 
duct there open frequent slots in the roadway chamber 
roof, through which the vitiated air is drawn off from 
the tunnel. The total amount of fresh air to be sup- 
plied to the tunnel permanently is 3,600,000 cubic feet 
per minute, and this will serve to limit the carbon- 
monoxide to four parts in 10,000 parts of air, a diluticn 
which renders the air completely innocuous. The enor- 
mous quantity of air which will be poured into the 
tunnel is rendered necessary by the fact that the esti- 
mated hourly capacity/in both directions is 3800 ve- 
hicles, which represents a daily capacity of 46,000 ve- 
hicles and an estimated yearly capacity of 15,000,000. 


The actual work of boring‘and constructing the tun- 
nel will cost approximately $19,000,000, and to this 
there will be several millions of additional costs for 
roadways and terminals. 

The tunnel, with all the facilities of a city traffic 
thoroughfare, will link closely the greatest steamship 
terminals in America, along the New York side of the 
Hudson, with the immense railroad concentration cen- 
ters in Jersey City. It is expected to quicken greatly 
the movement of the nation’s incoming and outgoing 
freight. It is not as yet possible to say just when 
this great tunnel will be put into opera‘ion. When 
the actual work of boring began last year it was under 
a contract stipulation that it should be completed in 
three and one-half years. 

An additional six months at least would be needed 
for wiring, ventilation and other necessary equipment 
and the completion of approaches. The lowest estimate 
of the time required for this gigantic undertaking fore- 
casts the opening of the tunnel to general traffic in 
1926. “i 
For many years it has been apparent that some such 
device as this tunnel was necessary to speed the move- 
ment of the immense interchange of traffic between the 
New York and the Jersey sides. Under present condi- 
tions the movement is necessarily slow because of the 
dependence on ferry boats and lighters carrying 
this freight. Not only will the tunnel be a time saver 
on every load carried, but it will greatly increase the 
gross facilities. By making it possible for trucks t° 
pick up the goods on one side of the river and take
